On Thursday last, Chief of Police 
Kingzett appeared before Police, 
Magistrate Jackson, of Camrose, 
charged with stealing a bottle of wine 
the property of J. W. Wilson, of An- 
gus Ridge, who was the complainant 
in the case. Mr. A. Knox appeared 
for the prosecution and Mr. R.- W. 
Manley for the defence. 

According to the evidence, Chief 
Kingzett, who suspected that Wilson 
might be trafficking in liquor with 
the Indians who were camped in large 
numbers in the Fair Grounds, and on 
the night in question were holding a 
pow-wow, stopped Wilson’s car in the 
Fair Grounds and questioned him, 
Failing to receive any explanation for

Magrath, Alta, July 15.—Diving 
into the snillgate swimming pool 
near this town, Wayne Fowler, 
aged 15, suffered a broken collar- 
bone when he plunged into a sand 
bank that had been created in the 
last few hours.

his. car, seized a bottle of wine, and 
placed it in Police Magistrate An- 
gus’ car for safe keeping. 

Later in the evening, the Chief, 
learning that Wilson’s suspicicns ac- 
tions were due to the fact that a 
youth who was unable to pay the 
required entrance fee, had entered 
the Fair Grounds concealed in the 
back of Mr.. Wilson's coupe, request- 
‘ed Mr. Angus to return the bottle to 
Mr. Wilson. Mr. Angus offered Wilson ; 
the bottle and the latter agreed to 
call at Mr, Angus’ home on his way 
home that evening and get the bottle. 
He, however, did not do this, and on 
Monday laid information ‘and comy 
plaint, charging Chief Kingzett’ with 
stealing a bottle of wine. 

After hearing the case, Magistrate 
Jackson gave the following decision: 

“I am prepared to hold that under 
the Liquor Act a policeman is justi- 
fied, where he finds liquor in sus- 
picious places and under suspicious 
circumstances, in sejzing that. liquor. 
and holding it until he investigates 
and finds out whether or not there 
is evidence on which a charge can bey 
laid. If he finds no evidence then he 
can return it; if he finds there is 
evidence on which a charge can be 
laid, I presume he must lay the 
charge. 

“Tam prepared to hold here, that 
Kingzett was justified in seizing the 
liquor which he found in the car of 
the complainant, W. J. Wilson, in the 
place where he did find it, and under 
the circumstances which he found it, 
I am quite satisfied there is not one 
bit of evidence produced to show that 
Kingzett had a guilty mind in this 
case, and therefore there is no crim- 
inal case against him, and I dismiss 
the charge, and discharge the accused 
If there is no other case against him 
pending.”

Painter Not to Blame for the Fatali- 
ties in Royal Alexandra Apartment 
Fire 


Vancouver, B. C., July 15.—David 
Henderson, 52, painter, charged with 
manslaughter after the Royal Alex- 
andra apartment fire which took 
eight lives here last Friday, was ex- 
onerated of all blame for the tragedy 
by a coroners’ jury at the close of 
the inquest Thursday afternoon, 

The verdict, returned by the jury 
after two hour’s deliberation read as 
follows: 

“We find Mrs. Emily Rickerby and 
others came to ‘their deaths through 
the effects of burns and asphyxiation 
gn July 8. 

“We believe the fire was caused 
by use of a paint remover prepara- 
tion, now proved to be of a highly 
inflammable nature in suite 461, and 
the..storage..and ...use .of..which.is 
strictly prohibited by the city fire 
bylaws . ; 

“David Henderson, user of the 
paint remover, the said paint remover 
having been supplied him by the 
management and the dangerous na- 
ture of which he was ignorant, we 
exonerate entirely from all blame in 
being the cause of the fire.” 


“We strongly censure the owner of 
the building, C. E. Lightheart, for 
supplying and permitting the use of 
such a dangerous compound, and we 
strongly deprecate the sale of it to 
the unsuspecting public.”

Written Statement by Steve Corek 
Sheds Little Light and Investiga- 
tions Reveal No Reason -Why Pair 
Decided Upon Ending Their Lives. 


Calgary, July 18—The mystery sur- 


don, the seventeen-year-old daughter 
of a neighboring farmer, is still un- 
solyed, 

As already stated, the bodies of the 
two unfortunates were found .in Cor- 
ek’s car Wednesday morning by a pas- 
sing automobile driver, about two 
miles from the home of H, G. H. 
Scholefield, 11 miles east and one 
mile north of Crossfield, with whose 
family Miss Risdon had been staying 
for a few days. 

It is stated that the letter written 
by Corek indicated that the pair were 
deeply in love and that there was 
some unexplained impediment to 
their marriage. This worked upon 
their minds to such an extent that 
they-jointly’ determined to end things 
by death, 

The letter was signed by both, the 
girl having added a note in which 
she declared her agreement with 
everything written by Corek. This 
was in pencil, while the letter itself 
was in ink. 

Besides making explanation of the 
tragedy, Corel, wrote very definite 
instructions as to disposition of his 
estate, going so far as details as to 
what should’ be done in case this 
year’s crop were hailed out, it being

CANADA'S EXPORT OF WHEAT 
MUCH REDUCED 

Ottawa, July 19.—Canada's export 
of wheat last month totalled 15,863,- 
044 bushels, valued at $338,246,810. 
These figures were issued Monday 
night by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistis and indicate a heavy reduction 
in wheat exports in comparison with 
this time last year, In June, 1926, 
wheat exports were 27,791,702, while 
the exports for the 11 months ending 


with June, 1926, totaled 259,250,592 
bushels, 
Of the total exports of all Can- 


adian grains in June, 274,672 bushels 
were purchased by the United States, 
9,162,983 went to the United King- 
dom and 13,788,857 to other countries,

A nother step forward jn the interests of the wel- 

fare of boys was made recently at Shawbridge, 
Quebec, when a modern gymnasium, complete in 
every detail was formally opened by E, W. Beatty, 
Chairman and President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. The gymnasium which has be- 
come the preperty of the Shawbridge Boys’ Farm 
and Training School, is the joint gift of Mr. Beatty 
and J. W. McConnell of Montreal. 

The Gymnasium was erected during the past year 
and was done’ so at a considerable expenditure on 
the part of the two interested parties. Mr. Beatty's 
connection with the Boys’ Farm at Shawbridge has 
long been established and were it not that he was 
the guiding genius of the greatest transportation 
system in the world, he would be a national figure 
for his-interest in the welfare of boys. 

The Gymnasium is known as the “E. W. Beatty 
Gymnasium,” a name that was given to it at the 
request of the boys of the farm. The ‘structure ‘is 
of solid stone, quarried about seven miles from 
the Farm, which lies in the first range of the 
famous Laurentian Mountains. No detail has been 
forgotten in its construction. The main floor is 
taken ‘up with the gym proper where many ‘an 
exciting game of basketball will take place. Below 
is a fine swimming pool with showers close by.

What Is Meant by the Chinese Open 
Door Policy? 

Editor of The Times, Wetaskiwin. 

Dear Sir: 

The United States was fearful that 
through the operation of leases and 
spheres of influence it and other 
countries that had no permanent foot- 
ing there would be excluded from par- 
licipating in Chinese trade. Therefore 
Secretary John Hay sent a note to 
the powers that had those concessions 
asking that equal rights of trading 
be given. Only England returned a 
favorable answer. In the summer of 
1900 the Boxer uprising occured, in 
which foreign legations in Peking 
were attacked and the lives of all 
foreigners in China were menaced. 
The United States and the armed 
forces of other. nations were success: 
ful in subduing the boxers. Secre- 
tary Hay, playing upon the jealousies 
among the concession-holding nations, 
secured an agreement for joint occu- 
pation of Peking and for the “open 
door” in trade, 

During the world war, in 1915, Jap- 
an sent an ultimatum to China, de- 
manding immediate acquiescence to 
21 demands, the purpose of which was 
to make Japan the master of China’s 
destiny and specifically to give the 
Tokio government practical control 
over the Yangtse Valley, the provin- 
ces of Shantung and South Manchuria 
and Eastern Inner Mongolia, Tha 
United States alone among the great 
powers protested against these de- 
mands, but ineffeetually. President 
Wilson, during the peace negotiations 
at Paris, again protested against the 
permanent occupation by the Japan- 
ese of the German leased territory 
in Shang-Tung, but there too, he fail- 
ed to make his point. At the Wash- 
ington Conference in 1922, Japan 
agreed to renounce its rights in 
Shang-Tung, England agreed to give 
up Wei-Hai Wei and France promised 
to return Kwang-Chou to the Chinese. 
The Japanese have carried out their 
bargain, but neither England nor 
France has, 

A treaty was signed at Washington, 
February 4, 1922, by the United States, 
England, France, Japan, Belgium, 
Netherlands, Italy and China, in which 
the Powers pledged themselves to re- 
spect the sovereignty and the territor- 
jal and administrative independence 
of China, to guarantee equal oppor- 
tunity in commerce to citizens of all 


nations and to refrain from taking ad- 
vantage of conditions in China, in or- 
der to obtain concessions, and from 


discriminatory use of the railways in| 


China,
